WON FORTUNE’ IN 
PENNY JOURNALISM 


He Gave Liberally to Phi- 
lanthropy and Maintained 
Children’s Sanitarium — 
Independent in Politics.

CHICAGO, Aug. 20.—Victor Fre- 


mont Lawson, editor and publisher 
of the Chicago Daily News, died 
last night at his home on Lake 
Shore Drive of a heart ailment 
from which he had suffered fre- 
quently in recent years. He was 
one of the founders of the Asso- 
clated Press. 

The funeral will be held at 11 
a. m. Monday, in the New England 
Congregational Church, where he 
had served as president of the 
Board of Trustees and to which he 
had been a liberar contributor for 


many years. 
Lawson, who was nearly 75 years 


old, became seriously ill only thi ‘e 
days ago, although he had not 
been in robust health for years. 
was a recurrence of myocarditis, 
the heart ailment from which he 
had suffered frequent attacks. His 
,associates said that overwork had 
contributed to his condition. 

Though he had been ordered by 
his physicians to remain in bed, he 
was unable to stand the enforced 
inactivity and on Tuesday, against 
the advice of doctors, he insisted 
on getting out of bed. Yesterday 
morning he had a relapse and fora 
time it was feared death was immi- 
nent, but he ralliet and later in the 
day appeared much better. 

Late last evening he suffered a 
sinking spell from which he never 
rallied. With him at the end were 
a few lifetime associates and his 
niece, Mrs. Clark N.

He next gained distinction as an 
advocate of co-operative news 
gathering and wasgone of the 
founders of the ci Ridinted Press, 
based on this principle. From 
1894 to 1900 he was president of 
the Associated Press when it was 
incorporated under the laws of IIli- 
nols. From 1900 he had been a 
member of the board of directors 
of the present’ organization. 
Associate of M. E. Stone 
Lawson was born in Chicago, 
Sept. 9, 1850, the son of Iver and 
Meling Lawson. He was educated 
at Phillips Academy, Andover, 
Mass., and returfed to Chicago to 
learn the rudiments of the news- 
paper business under his father, 
who established the Scandinavian. 
Upon the death of the father, 
Lawson assumed charrce of the 
publishing business. He was thus 
engaged when he met Melville F. 
Stone, later associated with Law- 
son In the publication of the News

Btone established the Chi- 
cago Daily News, rented quarters 
in the Scandinavian office to get 
out his paper and published the 
first issue Christmas day. 1875. 
Shortly after Stone's two partners 
sold out to him and in July. 1876, 
Stone in turn sold his original in- 
terest to Lawson who took charge 
of the paper with Stone as editor. 

Founded Morning Paper. 

To preserye the independence of 
the paper, each man agreed to buy 
no securities of public service cor- 
porations from his share of the 
profits. In 1881 they atarted a 
morning edition and seven years 
later Lawson purchased Stone's in- 
terest and became sole propriator. 

Soon afterward he changed the 

‘name of his morning publication 
to the Chicago Record, later merg- 
ing it with the Times-Herald, when 
he called it the Record-Herald. Be- 
cause he did not wish to be con- 
nected with a paper publishing on 

Sunday, he turned over the proper- 

ty of the Record-Herald to bond- 

holders in 1914, making them a 

present of the capital stock of a 

par value of $2,300,000. 

One of the principles to which 
Lawson always attributed the suc- 
cess of the News was its wealth of 
features, particularly those of in- 
terest to women readers, tncluding 
short stories, table recipes, fash- 
ger! and small talk.

Torn Certificate Was 
Found on Floyd Miller, 
21, After Holdup of 
Bank Messenger. 


A $2 bill and the incriminating 


testimony of a confessed robber 
were an unlucky combination for 
Iloyd Miller; 21, yesterday. 

After considering the combina- 
tion for 15 minutes, a jury in Cir- 
cuit Judge Hamfiton’s Court con- 
victed Miller of participation in 
the $7600 robbery of a negro mes- 
senger for the State Bank of Wells- 
ton, Feb, 10, ard sentenced him to 
eight years in the State Peniten- 
tiary. 

Miller, John Ryan, Edward 
O'Brien and William O’Brien were 
indicted for the robbery. Miller 
was the first to be tried, and Ryan 
turned State’s witness against him, 
for which he _ probably will be 
shown leniency. William O’Brien, 
is yet to be tried. Edward O’Brien, 
leader of the robber gang, Was 
shot to death under mysterious cir- 
cumstances in St. Louis County last 
April. 

Slugged Messenger. 

A few hours after the robbers 
had invaded a Hodiamont street car 
at Goodfellow, avenue, slugged 
Joseph Williams, the bank messen- 
ger, and escaped with a valise con- 
taining .$7600, the O’Briens, who 
were not related, were grrested in 
an apartmert at 722 Clara avenue, 
and $3600 of the loot was recov- 
ered. Ryan and Miller came to the 
apartment later, and were arrested. 

Included in a roll of $125 found 
on Miller, was a $2 bill with a pecul- 
‘ar zig-zag rent, the only one of 
its denomination. John B. Ghlo, 
cashier of the Wellston Bank, tes- 
tified the bill had been deposited 
at the bank by William ‘Tiepel- 
mann, grocer, at 5543 St. Louis av- 
enue, and was included in the 
37600 which the messenger was 
taking to a downtown bank when 
held. up. Tiepelmann also iden- 
tified the bill, and recalled that, 
as he presented it to Ghio, he had 
remarked, “I hope- no bad luck 
comes to us on account of this

Ryan testified the 
robbery was planned by the 
O’Briens, Miller and himself upon 
receipt of a “tip” from an _ un- 
named person about the mes- 
senger’s scheduled trip downtown 
with the money. Ryan said Ed- 
ward O’Brien slugged the mes- 
senger, Miller cowed passengers on 
the street car with a revolver, and 
he, Ryan, took the valise, all three 
hen escaping. They proceeded to 
the Clara avenue apartment, he 
said, where the three active rob- 
fers and William O’Brien’ each 
took $1700 of the loot, and the 
other $800 was set aside to reward 
the “tipster.” 

When Miller took the witness 
stand, he was compelled to admit 
he had served a term at the Boon- 
ville Reformatory for robbery -in 
St. Louis County. He was paroled 
before completing his five-year 
sentence. ra 

The man wrio prosecuted him 
then was the man who defended 
him yesterday, Adam Henry Jones, 
former Prosecuting Attorney of St. 
Louis County. 

Miller admitted the holdup plans 
had been made known to him by 
the O’Briens, with whom he lived 
at the Clara avenue address, but 
he asserted he had declined to par- 
ticipate in the holdup.

EAR is perhaps the most com- 
mon emotion which beings ex- 
perience, yet it is extremely 

doubtful if the child has any in- 
herent fears at birth. Most fears 
are produced by some experience 
through which the individual has 
had to pass in early life. 

Some children are afraid of any- 
thing new or strange, but they goon 
become accustomed to it if they 
are allowed to do so gradually... It 
is a mistaken notion that a child 
should be pushed into a situation 
where he is afraid in an effort to 
“train him.” A little child who 
cries at his first experience of 
bathing in the big ocean is not 
helped by being thrown in, but on 
the contrary gets an experience of 
dread and fear which may not be 
casily overcome. 


Fear of animals may occur at 
a very early age, but usually passes 
off as soon as the child becomes 
accustomed to the sight of them, 
unless he has some especially un- 
fortunate experience in being 
frightened either by the anima! it- 
self or by threats that the animal 
will get him if he is not a good 
boy, 

Many children are threatened 
with the policeman or the “bogie 
man.” Sometimes mother speaks 
to the ragman and asks him to 
take a naughty boy away in his 
bag. It is particularly unfortunate 
when mothers use a threat of the 
doctor to frighten their children 
into obedience, for the time may
